This  year,  and  annually  hcreaftei’,  until  all  are  paid,  three  of  our  bonds 
fall  due,  instead  of  tieo  as  heretofore,  which  makes  a  large  sum  to  be  de¬ 
ducted  yearly  from  our  revenue. 

Tlie  change  made  in  the  Constitution  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  for  the 
admission  of  members,  and  the  semi-annual  charge  for  the  same,  appears  to 
give  satisfaction,  and  is  an  improvement  on  the  aiTangement  of  the  previous 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LIBRARY. 

Tlie  Committee  on  the  Library  respectfully  report  that  during  the  past  year 
no  essential  change  has  been  made  in  the  conduct  of  the  department  under  their 
charge.  Various  improvements  suggest  themselves,  and  should  be  made  at 
as  early  a  day  as  the  finances  will  permit.  Among  these  are :  The  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Library  Room,  which  is  now  much  crowded,  at  times,  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  evenings.  The  arrangement  of  the  rcad'ng  desks  is  such,  owirg 
to  the  limited  room,  that  the  alcoves  are  sliut  up  from  the  Libra' ian’s  super¬ 
vision,  and  are  constantly  used  for  pur])oses  of  interviews  and  conversation. 
More  shelf  room  must  soon  be  had  ;  the  addition  of  New  Books  has  nearly 
e.xhausted  all  available  space,  and  not  only  is  the  reserved  case  much  over¬ 
crowded,  so  that  its  books  cannot  be  properly  placed,  but  there  are  probably 
pot  less  than  fifteen  hundred  volumes,  of  various  characters  and  values,  which 
have  been  temporarily  placed  in  the  Scientific  Lecture  Room,  in  the  Direc¬ 
tor’s  Room,  or  have  Imen  piled  up  wherever  places  could  be  found.  They 
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should  be  regularly  placed  upon  the  shelves,  and  come  imder  the  eye  of 
members  who  may  desir-e  to  use  them. 

All  these  difflculties  will  be  remedied  by  the  removal  of  the  temporary  par¬ 
tition,  aud  the  addition  of  the  Scientific  Lecture  Room,  (from  which  very  lit¬ 
tle  rent  is  received,)  to  the  Library  Room.

The  Committee  on  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  report  that  their  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Institute  has  experienced  no  material  change  in  its  operations 
during  the  year. 

The  State  of  the  Treasury  has  not  scen  e  I  to  justify  any  increase  of  ex¬ 
pense  for  periodical  literature,  during  our  official  term. 

AVe  liavc,  however,  the  satisfaction  of  presenting  to  our  membership  a  very 
good  collection  of  this  class  of  reading. 

Our  files  and  tallies  now  contain  dailjmiewspapers  to  the  number  of  eleven, 
coming  from  the  following  named  cities,  viz.:  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Bal¬ 
timore,  and  Wilmington,  Five  semi-weeklies  from  Boston,  Cincinnati,  and 
AYilmington.  Fifteen  weekly  publications  representing  London,  New  York, 
Bo.ston,  Albany,  Chicago,  Dover,  Westchester,  Pottsville,  St  Louis  and  Wil¬ 
mington.  Sixteen  monthly  Magazines  and  seven  cpiarterlies,  offer  the  eream 
of  pol'te  literature,  the  whole  comprising  in  one  list  fifty-four  of  the  leading 
issues  of  the  day. 

We  have  paid  one  3mar  in  advance  for  the  entire  number  of  the  above.

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The  conclnct  of  the  Institute  during  the  year,  has  been  marked  rvilh  no  im. 
portant  event. 

The  smoothness  ■nuth  rvliich  the  organization  has  worked,  shows  liow  well 
it  is  adapted  to  the  object  of  its  creation.  The  Buildings  have  been  kept  in 
good  repah ;  the  Halls,  Stores  and  Oifices  rented  for  a  larger  sum  than  ever 
before ;  our  current  expenses  promptly  met,  and  our  funded  debt  largely 
reduced.  A  considerable,  though  still  an  unsatisfactory  increase  has  been 
made  to  the  Library,  while  the  membei's  have  been  supplied  with  a  very  ex¬ 
cellent  Course  of  Lectures,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense. 

The  number  of  volumes  purchased  for  the  Library  this  year,  is  392  ;  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  number  purchased  during  the  year  ending  April  1,  1870,  by  124. 

The  character  and  number  of  our  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  has  been 
kept  up  to  our  usual  standard. 

The  debt  of  the  Institute  has  been  reduced  to  $2  7,  .100,  by  the  prompt  pay¬ 
ment,  at  maturity,  of  three  Second  Mortgage  Bonds,  of  .‘^.700  each,  and  one 
gratifying  result  of  the  payment  of  our  debt,  is  shown  in  the  reduced  amount 
of  interest  recpiired  to  be  paid  this  year. 

I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  an  early  refunding  of 
the  entire  debt  of  the  Institute  in  one  IMortgage,  rvith  provision  for  its  more 
gradual  payment  than  we  are  required  to  make  at  present.  The  very  valua¬ 
ble  real  estate  of  the  Institute,  ard  the  assurance  that  its  affairs  will  always 
be  honestly  and  prudently  managed,  ought  to  make  the  negotiation  of  such  a 
loan  comparatively  easy.  We  thus  would  release  annually  quite  a  large  sum 
from  our  mcome,  to  bo  applied  to  the  purchase  of  Books. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Lecture  Cem- 
nrittee,  showing  that  it  is  still  possible  to  maintain  in  our  community  this  ad¬ 
mirable  agency  of  education  and  culture.  The  Committee  provided  a  course 
of  five  Lectures,  the  net  expense  of  which  was  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

It  was  within  the  original  design  of  the  Institute  to  give  its  members  the 
advantage  of  Lectures,  and  I  feel  our  latest  experience  justifies  us  in  conclu¬ 
ding  that  a  successful  course  can  be  furnished  each  year  at  a  cost  which  even 
our  limited  means  will  j  ustify  us  in  incurring. 

I  regret  to  add  that  our  membership  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  numbers. 
The  number  of  half  members  is  somewhat  greater  than  last  year,  and  the 
half  membership  system,  adopted  with  much  doubt,  commends  itself  by  its 
working,  more  and  more  to  our  continued  support  The  new  arrangement 
of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Executive  has  been  found  to  work  very 
satisfactorily. 

Considering  our  means,  the  value  of  our  property,  the  amount  of  our  in¬ 
come,  the  number  of  our  volumes,  I  feel  that  the  Institute  is  to-day  working 
to  the  full  extent  of  its  ability  in  discharging  its  task. 

Lookmg  both  at  the  spirit  which  should  actuate  the  citizens  of  this  com¬ 
munity  to  reap  most  fully  the  advantages  offered  by  the  Institute  to  its  mem¬ 
bers,  and  also  at  the  S]5irit  which  should  prompt  them  to  inci'ease  its  means 
of  improvement  to  the  hi  h  ti)itchof  usefulness,  I  reach  tlie  conclusion 
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that  its  future  scope  as  a  power  for  good  in  our  midst,  is  largely  in  our  own 
hands. 

The  disposition  of  our  members  to  make  the  utmost  use  of  its  privileges) 
Books,  Jlagazines,  Papers,  and  Lectures,  is  established  by  evidence  as  uu. 
doubted  as  it  is  gratifying.  The  people  are  hungry  for  knowledge.  The 
average  individual  standard  in  taste  and  culture  is  yearly  growing  higher, 
partly  owing  to  the  improved  character  of  our  Public  Schools,  but  largely 
to  the  iullucnce  of  the  Institute  itself,  which  properly  takes  its  place  as  sup¬ 
plement  to  the  stricter  training  of  the  Schools. 

It  is  for  the  people  of  Wilmington  to  say  whether  the  treasures  contained 
in  Books,  or  taught  in  Lectures,  which  it  offers  to  old  and  young  alike,  shall 
be  scanty,  meagre,  and  inadequate  to  the  growing  needs  of  a  prosperous  peo¬ 
ple,  or  whether  they  shall  be  lich  in  all  the  supplies  from  which  a  community 
must  draw  its  learning  and  education.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  many  faults 
found  by  our  members  with  the  Institute,  and  frequently  with  its  management. 
Silting  now  for  several  year's  in  tire  Board  of  Directors,  I  can  renew  the  tes¬ 
timony  borne  by  my  predecessors  to  the  honesty,  watchfulness,  and  prudence 
with  cvhich  its  property  has  been  attended  to,  and  its  income  husbanded  and 
applied.  'Whatever  could  have  been  made  for  the  benefit  of  oiw  members 
out  of  its  I'csources,  has  been  made. 

The  trouble  Las  been,  and  is,  not  that  the  management  is  unwise  and  il¬ 
liberal,  but  that  its  resources  are  lamentably  deficient.  With  a  library  of 
less  thair  ten  thousand  volumes  to  answer  the  demands  of  a  population  of 
more  than  thirty  thousand  people,  surprise  cannot  he  expressed  at  hearing 
the  frequent  complaint  that  one  cannot  get  the  Book  sought  for,  while  we 
are  left  to  regret  the  sadder  consequence  of  a  scanty  collection,  that  so 
many  lia-N'ing  this  library  alone  to  look  to  for  their  opportunities  of  knowl¬ 
edge,  know  not  what  hook  they  ought  to  ask  for. 

I  make  hold  to  offer  these  reflections,  because  I  have  felt  them  deeply  ever 
since  it  became  my  duty  to  learn  by  examhialion  the  character  and  extent  of 
our  lil)rary,  and  because  we  are  approachiog  a  time  when  some  of  our  hith¬ 
erto  current  resources  may  1je  cut  off.  Up  to  this  time,  there  has  been  prac¬ 
tically  no  competition  l)rought  again.st  onr  Halls  for  the  public  uses  proper  to 
he  allowed  in  them.  Before  anothe;'  annual  meeting  this  cvill  no  longer  he. 
Time  will  show,  whether  from  this  cause  onr  income  will  he  reduced.  But 
even  if  our  source  of  annual  income  remain  as  reliable  as  ever,  may  we 
not  e.xprcss  the  liope  that  the  people  of  Wilmington,  recognizing  the  vast  im- 
imrlancc  of  the  work  done  by  Ihe  Institute,  in  maintaining  intelligence  and 
moraiity,  will,  by  a  wise  and  timely  liberality,  add  largely  to  its  present 
b(.'ope  and  means  of  usefulness. 

'I'hanking  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  for¬ 
bearance  toward.-;  me,  I  yield  my  itlace  to  my  worthy  successor,  at  the  same 
lime  congratulating  you  that  you  l)ave  secured  so  valuable  a  servant. 


CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  undersigned,  concurring  in  the  belief  of  the  extended  powers  of 
concentrated  and  combined  effort,  for  self-improvement,  and  for  a  more  gen¬ 
eral  diffusion  of  the  means  of  information  to  all,  have  associated  together  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Librarj’,  Reading  Room,  Lit¬ 
erary  and  Scientific  Lectures,  Debates,  and  other  means  for  promoting  social, 
moral,  and  intellectual  advancement,  and  to  adopt  the  following  for  oiw  Con¬ 
stitution  : 


CHAPTER  I. 

Of  2sames  and  Members. 

Aut.  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  “  The  Wilmington  Institute.” 

Aet.  2.  Any  person  over  fifteen  years  of  age  may,  if  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  become  a  member  by  paying  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
upon  his  election,  and  semi-annually  thereafter. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  over  fifteen  and  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  may, 
if  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  receive  a  ticket  to  be  called  a  “Half 
Ticket,”  on  pa3-ment  of  one  dollar  semi-annually,  and  be  admitted  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Library  and  Reading  Room. 

Art.  f.  Each  person  shall  pay  semi-aunuallj'  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  in 
the  months  of  Jauuaiy  and  July. 

Art.  .">.  The  payment  of  forty  dollars,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee,  any  person  may  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association 

Art.  fi.  The  pav'inent  of  fiftv'  dollars  at  one  time  maj'  constitute,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  a  perpetual  membership  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute.  The  persons  making  such  payment  will  be  entitled  during  life  to  all  the 
privileges  of  active  membership.  L'pon  his  or  her  death,  the  benefit  of  such 
membership  mi}'  be  given  from  year  to  year  by  the  Executive  Committee  to 
any  person  nominated  by  the  contributor.  If  no  satisfactory  nomination  be 
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made,  then  such  privilege  may  be  conferred  by  the  said  Committee  upon  any 
deserving  person  who  may  be  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

Art.  7.  Any  person  maj',  during  life  or  by  will,  establish  any  number  of 
perjietual  memberships,  by  provitiing  the  necessary  amount  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  one.  The  principal  sura  of  all  memberships  established  under  this  Ait- 
■cle  shall  be  securely  invested,  and  only  the  income  used  by  the  Institute. 
Such  membership  may  bear  the  name  of  the  contributoi',  and  if  more  than 
one,  shall  be  regularly  numbered,  viz  :  No.  1,  No.  2,  &c. 

Art.  8.  Any  life  memlier  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  E.vecutive  Com¬ 
mittee,  receive  a  perpetual  membership  upon  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars, 
lcf!S  the  amount  already'  paid  by'  him  or  her  for  life  membership,  provided  the 
said  additional  payment  be  made  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  the 
life  meraber.ship. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Of  Meetings. 

Art  1  There  shall  be  an  annual  mee  iug  of  the  members  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation,  on  the  first  .Monday'  in  April,  at  7  o'clock,  P.  IM  ,  for  the  purpo,se  of 
receiving  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Execuiive  Committee,  and  for  the 
tninsaction  of  such  other  busine.ss  as  may  be  presented. 

Art.  2.  d’he  President,  at  the  request  of  the  E.vecutive  Committee,  or  any 
ten  nr  mbcrs,  stating  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
members  for  the  transaction  of  special  business,  one  week’s  notice  thereof 
having  been  given. 


CHAPTER  HI. 

s. 

Airr.  1  Tlie  otlicers  of  the  Wilmington  Institute  shall  be  a  President, 
C  HT'asponding  Secretary,  Kecording  Secretary',  Treasurer,  and  twelve  Di¬ 
rectors. 

Art.  2  The  President,  Secretarie.s,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  elected  annu- 
uilly';  an.],  at  the  election  ne.vt  ensuing  the  adopliou  of  this  amendment, 
twelve  Directors  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  divide  by'  lot  into  three  classes; 
f  )ur  to  serve  one  yeai',  four  two  years,  and  four  three  years ;  and  at  all  annual 
elect' ons  thereafte’',  four  only  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  serve  three  years. 

Art.  The  Piesident  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Associations 
preserve  order  therein,  give  the  c  isting  vote  on  any  cpie-stion  where  there  is  an 
equal  division  of  members,  call  special  meetings  when  recpie.sted  as  aforesaid 
and  on  vacating  the  ofdce,  jiresent  a  written  report  of  the  doings  of  Associ¬ 
ation,  during  hi.s  administration,  with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations 
as  his  judgment  may  dictate.  He  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Cora- 
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mittee,  in  which  capacity  he  shall  give  the  casting  vote  on  all  questions  when 
there  is  a  tie. 

Art.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  E.vecutive  Committee. 

Art.  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
tran.sactions  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  E.vecutive  Committee. 

Art.  G.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  security  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust.  He  shall  receive  all  dues  and 
donations  of  money,  pay  all  drafts  on  him,  when  signed  i)y  the  Secretary  and 
countersigned  h}’  the  President ;  and  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  linancial 
concerns  of  the  Association ;  a  full  report  of  which  he  shall  e.vhibit  in  wri¬ 
ting  at  each  annual  meeting. 

rVp.T.  7.  The  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurer  and  Twelve  Directors,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee  with  full  power  to  appropriate  Funds, 
enact  By-Laws,  and  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  The  Committee 
shall  meet  once  in  each  week,  for  the  transaction  of  buiiness  ;  and  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  report  its  proceedings  for  the  last  year,  and  the  sta'e  of  the 
Association. 

Art.  8.  In  case  of  flagrant  oilicial  or  personal  misconduct,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  number,  to  expel 
a  member  of  the  Committee— two  week.s’  notice  of  the  charges  against  him 
having  been  previously  rendered  in  writing  to  the  Secretaiy.  And  in  case  of 
flagrant  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the  Association,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  the  power  of  suspending  such  a  member,  by  a  vote  t>f  twc- 
thirds  of  its  number — two  weeks’  notice  having  been  given  him  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  in  writing,  of  the  charges  pref  ■ri'ed  ;  and  the  privilege  of  appeal  being 
reserved  to  him,  at  the  succeeding  annual  meeting,  for  its  decision  thereon, as 
to  his  restoration  or  expulsion. 

Art.  0.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Officers  of  the  Asst  - 
elation,  or  in  the  Executive  Committee,  the  said  Committee  shall  till  such  va¬ 
cancy. 

Art.  10.  There  .shall  be  an  election  for  Officers  of  this  Association  on  the 
first  Tuesday' of  February.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at  3  o’clock,  P  iM.,  and 
close  at  8  o’clock,  P.  M  ;  and  no  member  shall  bo  entitled  to  vote  who  is  in 
arrears  for  dues. 

Art.  1 1 .  Ten  days  previous  to  each  election  for  officers  of  the  Association, 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  pubi  c  notice  thereof,  and  shall  also  ap¬ 
point  inspectors  to  superintend  said  election:  and  if  a  failure  to  elect  all  the 
officers  of  the  Association  and  Executive  Committee  shall  occur,  said  Inspec¬ 
tors  shall  order  a  new  election,  to  be  held  one  week  thereafter,  to  fill  such 
vacancy. 

Art.  It'.  All  Offi.-ers  shall  take  their  seats  the  first  ilonday  in  Aiuil. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

Executii'c  Committee. 

Akt.  1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  tiie  annual 
election  of  otlicers  liy  tiic  Association,  the  President  shali  appoint  the  follow¬ 
ing  Standing  Committees  ;  and  in  any  case  of  vacancy  thereafter  occurring, 
the  President  sliall  have  power  to  fill  the  same,  viz.  : 

1.  Committee  on  Ways  and  Cleans,  three. 

2.  Committee  on  Donations  and  Arcliivcs,  three. 

3.  Committee  on  Idbraiy,  three. 

4.  Committee  on  Newspapers  and  Periodicals,  tlirce. 

o.  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Fixtures,  three. 

tj.  Committee  on  Printing,  three. 

7.  Committee  on  Lectures,  three. 

Tlie  duties  and  powers  heretofore  exercised  l)y  the  Committee  on  Member¬ 
ship  Fund  sliall  licreaftcr  belong  to  the  Ciommittee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Akt.  2.  Tlie  Standing  Committees  shall  perform  sucli  duties  as  are  re- 
(piired  by  tlie  Executive  Committee,  and  present  a  written  report  of  their 
proceedings  at  tlie  annual  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Library,  Beading-Jloom,  and  Gahinet. 

Akt.  1.  Tlic  E.xccutive  Committee  sliall  have  power  to  make  .all  proper 
provisions  and  regulations  for  the  preservation,  management,  and  direction  of 
the  Lilirary,  Reading  Room,  and  Cabinet. 

Akt.  2.  It  sliall  lie  tlie  duty  of  the  E.xecutive  Committee  to  appoint  a  Li¬ 
brarian,  witli  sucli  as.sistants  as  inaj^  lie  deemed  necessary,  and  to  require  of 
tlie  same  sufficient  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  pertaining 
thereto.  Tlie  Committee  shall  decide  the  sum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

I.eeinres. 

Akt.  1.  Tlicre  sliall  be  a  Public  Lecture  each  week  from  tlie  first  of  No- 
vemlicr  to  the  first  of  April,  or  as  often  between  said  times  as  practicable,  on 
some  Literary  or  Scientific  subject. 

Akt.  2.  Every  member,  not  iu  arrears  for  dues,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  tlie  Reading  Room,  Lilirary,  and  Cabinet,  and  have  a  free  ticket 
to  the  Lectures,  whicli  ticket  shall  be  transferable. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

Debating  Society. 

Akt.  1.  A  Debating  Society  sliail  be  connected  with  tlie  Association,  to 
consist  of  sucli  members  as  may  choose  to  join  by  signing  the  roll. 

Airr.  2.  The  Ollicers  of  the  Debating  Society  sliali  consist  of  a  President, 
First  and  Second  Vice  Presidents,  and  a  Secretary,  to  be  voted  for  only  by  its 
own  members,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  E.vecutive  Committee. 

Art.  3.  Every  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  privileged  to  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Debating  Societ}^  but  not  to  take  part  in  any  of  its  pro¬ 
ceedings,  unless  his  name  is  on  the  roll. 

Art.  -t.  Tlie  Society  shall  enact  its  own  By-Laws,  and  adopt  its  own  order 
of  business,  subject  to  the  Constitution  of  the  A.ssociation. 

CHAPTER  VII I. 

The  IliMoncal  Department. 

Art.  1.  An  Historical  Department  shall  be  organized  in  connection  with 
the  Wilmington  Institute,  under  the  direction  of  its  E.vecutive  Committee, for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  historical  inquiry  and  research,  and  of  diffu-ing 
historical  information  within  this  State,  having  express  regard  to  its  natural 
and  civil  history,  embracing  both  its  aboriginal  and  modern  periods,  under 
the  name  of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  Wilmington  Institute. 

Art.  2.  The  Historical  Soviet}^  of  the  Wilmington  Institute  shall  consist 
of  such  members  of  said  Institute,  or  of  such  other  persons  as  shall  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Societ}^  and  of  such  honorary  members  as 
the  E.vecutive  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  recommend  for  membership. 

Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  the  Historical  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
First  and  Second  Tice  Presidents,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  to  be  voted  for 
by  ballot  onl}'  by  its  own  members,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Art.  4.  Hon  u'ary  members  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of 
its  officers. 

Art.  5.  E\'ery  member  of  the  Institute  shall  he  privileged  to  attend  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Historical  Society,  but  not  to  take  part  in  any  of  the  pio- 
ceedings,  unless  such  member  shall  first  subscribe  h's  name  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Society. 

Art.  C.  The  Ili.storical  Society  shall  enact  its  own  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  adopt  its  own  order  of  business,  subject  to  the  Constitution  of  tlie 
Wilmington  Institute  ;  but  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  shall  have  no  force 
and  effect  unless  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  7.  Tlie  Cabinet  and  Library  of  the  Historical  Department  shall  be 
under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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CPI  AFTER  IX. 

Don((Uons. 

In  case  an}^  monies  shall  accrne  to  the  Association  by  gift  or  devise,  (with¬ 
out  condition  as  to  the  mode  in  which  such  donation  shall  be  expended)  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  fund  the  monies  thus  actpiir- 
ed,  in  such  securities  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  two-thirds  of  their  number, 
and  no  [lart  of  the  principal  of  such  fund  shall  be  expended  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  without  the  previous  sanction  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres¬ 
ent  at  a  special  or  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Alteration  and  Arnendment. 

There  shall  be  no  alteration  or  amendment  made  in  this  Constitution, unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  proposed  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  one 
month  previous  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  then  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  Association  present  at  such  meeting.
